BIO OIL. FIRE. 


The Tanks at liima in a Blaze 
and the City Threatened. 


LIMA, O , Sept 23.—Lightning struck 
Galdion & Madison's oil well 
this 
morning and the derrick and 500 barrels 
were consumed. The tanks burst, run- 
ning the fire to the tank shed containing 
1.200 barrels of oil. South Lima is in 
danger of being destroyed by fire. The 
department is out but powerless. 


Policeman Gus MUler was struck by 
lightning and one arm paralyzed. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 23.—A Lima, Ohio, 
special says that Caldron & Madison's 
oil well Ni). 1, was struck by h'ghtning 
at 7 o'clock this monuDg. The fire com- 
municated to two 500-barrel tanks, which 
burst. The oil spread OTor the southern 
part of the city, endangering thousands 
of dollare worth of property. 
Nichol- 
son's largo tank, across the street from 
Caldron & Madison's well, was also 
struck and 2,500 barrels of oil consumed. 
There is eminent danger of the fire 
spreading to the other wells and en- 
dangering the entire city. 


STII/L BURNING AT NOON. 


LIMA, Sept. 23,—The fire is still rag- 
ing and it is beyond the power of the 
fire department to check the 
flames. 


Mrs. Henderson, while standing in the 
doorway of her home, was struck by 
lightning and instantly killed. 


The Hogle oil well No. 2 was ignited 
but further damage waa averted by tear- 
ing down the rig, 


SOUTH BEND PROPERTY DAMAGED $60,000. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Sept. 23.—The 
most severe hail storm ever known in 
the history of this city visited here last 
evening. Hail stones ruined all the tin, 
iron and slate roofs in the city, while 
over 10,000 lights of glass were broken 
at the Oliver plow works and at least 
12,000 in the Studebaker wagon works. 
Hardly a factory, business house or resi- 
dence escaped damage. The Olivers es- 
timate damage to their works at $10,000. 
The total damage in the city will prob- 
ably reach $60,000. Several people were 
injured, none seriously. 


OBEAT DAMAGE KIISEWHERE. 


LIMA, Ohio, Sept. 23.—Report» of 
damage done by lightning at several 
placeB in this vicinity have been receiv- 
ed. At Bluflfton the Eastern and West- 
em narrow guage railroad depot was 
struck by lightning and totally destroy- 
ed. At Beaver Dam, the Lake Erie and 
Western railroad depot was badly dam- 
aged. At Spicernlle, Charles Hoover's 
bam was destroyed, and many bams 
and out houses are reported to have 
been destroyed in the vicinity of Lima. 


LIMA OUT OFF. 


CINOINNATI, Sept. 23.—The telegraph 
wires connecting with Lima, Ohio, are 
down and particulars of the disastrous 
fire reported raging there are difficult 
and almost impossible to procure, and 


n o t h i n g is known as to the details of the 
disaster. 


A STOBM TO-DAT. 


DBTBOIT, Mich., Sept. 23.--A heavy 
storm is reported from the extreme south- 
western part of the state this morning. 
At Niles hail-ston«s as luge as a walnut 
fell and it is thought much damage was 
done. The wires are working badly in 
that neighborhood. No particulars re- 
ceived. 


DBOATUB, Ind., Sept. 23.—A violent 
wind and rain storm did great damage 


roofed and small artiales demolished. 
The destruction to timber in the western 
part of the county was enormous. Oiti 
zens there sought their cellars, and 
were thoroughly frightened. 


At Portland, Huntington, Monroe- 
ville, New Haven, Areola and elsewhere 
the storm did some damage, but no loss 
of life is reported.

A Cincinnati Firm Seeks Relief 
From the K. of L.

CINCINNATI, Sept. 23.—The Emerson 
& Fisher carriage works have shut down 
a few days for repairs, and have issued a 
paper to employes with a view to settling 
the question with the Knights of Labor 
regarding the operation of their business 
The company, which employs about 500 
men, wants to make its contracts with 
the men personally, and not be ham- 
pered by local unions. 
About 100 men 
have signed a paper agreeing to stay 
with the works in preference to the 
Knights of Labor. 


The Cliarter Oak Kohl»ery. 
NBAV YORK, Sept. 23.—A Post special 
from Hartford, Conn., says: "It is now 
stated on good authority that George 
M. Bartholomew has been robbing the 
Charter Oak company in which he is in- 
terested, for several years. 
Many city 
banks held Bartholomew's paper, in all 
it is said, amounting to $2,000,000. The 
Schuyler electric light company will lose 
nearly $200,000. 


Good for Cheese Making. 
Five or six years ago there was a novice of 
a cheese maker in Manitowoc county, Wis., 
who drew the whey when rather sweet for 
those times, salteil his di-ained curd, heaped it 
in his vat and then went off to dinner, thi-ee- 
quarters of a mile, which took him out of the 
factory about an hour. 
We remember he 
was spoken of as running great risks, but 
somehow he always had good cheese, but the 
stupid crowd (ourselves included) did not see 
then that it was in his method. We can now 
see that he was practicing substantially the 
same as that now called the Arnold, Curtis or 
Harris method—got his curd out of the sour 
whey and waited for dry acid. The factory 
has gone on from small to large, from good 
to better, and last spring put in an 8,000 
pound circular vat, while lots of the sour 
whey cheese makers have gone out through 
the whey spout to 
bankruptcy.—Orange 
County Farnun-. 


I'ut.ure of the Canadian raclflc. 


A numlier of gentlemen who recently made 
a trip the whole length of the Canadian 
Pacific railway express themselves surprised 
at the extent and richness of the country 
through which it passes. Wheat, herds and 
mines in vast measure are some of the re- 
sources looked forward to with confidence for 
the future of thi.s far northern route. 
Cyrus 
Field was one of those who made the trip. 
He believes that the road will require in time a 
new steamship line across the Pacific to China, 
and an ocean cable as well. This would be 
the shortest route to China, owing to its being 
so far north, whore the earth approat^hes the 
pole, and grows sensibly smaller in circum- 
ference. 


The Fowls. 


At this season of the year, when prices are 
usually low, many are prone to look upon the 
dark side of poultry keeping, but as such de- 
pression is caused by a desire to reduce stock, 


point is reached late in the year at which 
shipnaents become less frequent, and prices 
for poultrj-^ and eggs rise until the hens begin 
to lay abundantly in the spring. 


Before reducing stock, select all the hens 
that have moulted or show signs of moulting, 
as they will complete the process and begin 
to lay before cold weather comes on. Though 
the rule may not be infallible, yet the hen or 
pullet that begins to lay on the approach of 
wmter will generally make a good winter 
layer, while the one that does not commence 
before cold weather usually postpones opera- 
tions until spring. 
The hens intended for 
market, therefore, should be those that have 
not moulted, as moulting requires about three 
months. 


Another point is that a moulting hen is 
usually fat. This is because she stores in her 
system the fat of the food, while the mineral 
and nitrogenous elements go to the forma- 
tion of feathers. Hence, a hen may be very 
much deljilitated by the shedding of new 
feathei-s, and yet be very fat. The best food 
for a moultmg hen is oatmeal, with meat 
and milk, whenever such can be procured. 
Feed very little corn, as she should not be 
made very fat.—Rural New Yorker. 


VVasheH and Ruts. 


Speaking of washes in the fields, I think 
September the best month in the year to give 
them attention. 
Weeds and trash can be 
easily had to put dams in them, and if the 
edges are loosened up a little and seeded 
heavily with rye and grass it will be but a 
few days till they strike root so as to hold the 
soil. The best time to attend to this is as 
soon after a soaking rain as the laod can be 
worked, and it will pay to scatter a little fine, 
rich manure along the wash, as this will has- 
ten the rooting of the young plants. If there 
are any washes starting in your fields try this 
plan and you will be pleased with it, I am 
sure. Remember in this matter it is the 
"stitch in time" that is needed, and when you 
once get a swale set in grass let nothing tempt 
you to plow it again.—Exchange.

T H E EQUINOX. 


A Furious Storm of Wind, HaU 
Bain and Liiffbtnlngr In- 
flicts I>amagre Every- 
where. 


The autumnal equinox caiue on us 
suddenly, and to the progress of the sun 
through the equator, in one of the equi 
noctial points, is attributed the furies of 
the elements yesterday and to-day. The 
equinoctial points move backwards about 
50 seconds yearly, taking 25,000 to make 
a complete revolution. 
Twice a year 
March 21 and September 22 the days 
and nights are of equal length all over 
the globe. 


The storm yesterday impressed one 
with the belief that something else than 
a mere eyening up of day light anc 
darkness had been turned loose on us 
Black, ominous clouds hung heavily over 
the city, and rain and hail beat down 
with force enough to do hun<ireds of 
dollars worth of damage to windows and 
late fruits. 
The cathedral. Library 
hall, the water-works house, Burgess 
block, green houses, the sky-lights of 
photographers, and a hundred private 
houses sustained a loss by broken glass. 
The 
hail stones 
were bigger than 
marbles, and in this vicinity the severity 
of the elements has not been equalled 
for twenty-five years. 
Trees were pros- 
trated, limbs were cracked off and in 
few instances tin roofs were partially 
ifted from their fastenings. 


The sewers could not convey the 
water away rapidly enough, and cellars 
and new buildings suffered considera- 
bly. 
The east wall of the St. VTary's 
church, now in course of construction^ 
was almost washed out, and a portion of 
the wall of the new Catholic orphan 
asylum was blown down. 
In no in- 
stance, hereabouts, did the lightning do 
any great damage. It shut off the elec- 
tric light service for a portion of the 
night, rendered the fire alarm practically 
useless and burned the keys of the West- 
ern Union switch board to such an ex- 
tent that Manager Peary had to replace 
them this morning. The wood-work of 
the board was scorched and there was 
very evidently a close call. 


This morning rain fell in showers 
until noon, when a fierce wind and 
rain storm came up, droppi ng water in 
sheets. Like yesterday a peculiar dark- 
ness accompanied the storm and gas was 
lighted in many stores 


Koads are badly washed and Street 
Commissioner O'Brien had a force of 
men out to-day repairing sewers, open- 
ing culverts and removing obstructions 
from the streets. 
There has been a clean 
$1,000 worth of damage done, and the 
worst is not over. Sewers and buildings 
that were undermined by the surface 
water will crumble and go to pieces. 


The residence of Fred Eisenacher, on 
Taylor street, was struck by lightning 
but no damage was done. A telegraph 
post was split from top to bottom in 
front of Zern's grocery on Hanna street. 


The roof was blown off of Anderson's 
block on Broadway and much damage 
infiicte^ 


The fey lights over a number of busi- 
ness houses were shattered by the hail 
and considerable damage was done to 
their stock by the heavy rains last night 
and to-day. The worst of the storm is 
over if the following telegraphirs predic- 
tions from Washington hold good:

Electric Yachting. 


The yacht Volta, propelled by stored eleo- 
faicity, has been making trial trips across the 
channel Ijetween Fi-ance and England.

Her 
accumulators were charged only once for the 
whole journey of fifty miles. The sea was 
very calm, and the i)assage was made so noise- 
lessly that a seagtdl asleep on the water was 
not disturbed by the approach of the yacht, 
and was caught with the hands.

NEW YOBK, Sept. 23.—An Atlanta 
special says that ttie colored people of 
this section have been on the verge of 
lunacy for the past two wet ks over the 
prediction that the end of the world 
would occur on tbe 29th. 
In Wilkes 
county four prophets have arisen who 
claim to have predicted the fatal day a 
year ago. 
Thousands of people place 
implicit trust in the assertions of these 
men. 
The prediction of 
E*rofessor 
Wiggins that another earthquake would 
take place on the very day which the 
colored people picked out for the end of 
the world has alarmed the whites, and 
thus there exists a concurrent sensation, 
which has the effect of demoralizing la- 
bor. 
Hundreds of new members are 
being added to the churches and camp 
meetings are being attended by im- 
mense crowds. 


DRÜJVKEN POLICEMEN 


Create a Kelgn of Terror in Phil- 
adelphia. 


PmiiA DELPHI A, Sept. 23.—There was 
a reign of terror yesterday afternoon in 
the Fifth ward. 
Store keepers closed 
their places of business and the citizens 
closed their houses to keep out, not a 
disorganized mob, but the sworn police 
officers of the city, who, crazed with 
liquor, were shooting right and left, 
having gone into a saloon and while 
there attacked several negroes. 
The 
latter ran into the street and were pur- 
sued. 
Two were seriously wounded.

PiTTSBURO, Sept. 23.—When asked aw 
to the truth of the report that the Can- 
nonsburg Iron company had been com- 
pelled to close down because of the 
scarcity of natural gas from the wells.

Ho admitted that they 
were digging some of their own private 
wells deeper, however, and added: "We 
are not affected in any such manner as 
you infer, and further than that I must 
decline to exi)reB8 my«elf." There is a 
considerable feeliiig of anxiety, as sev- 
eral companies have stopped taking or- 
ders for their gas since the earthquake, 
claiming that the convulsion damaged 
the flow.

KNIGHTS TEMPL.AK. 


They Vote I>own Changes and 
Have a ßi? Parade. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 23.—At a meeting of 
the Knights Templar grand encampment 
yesterday an amendment to strike out of 
the vow of oflSce worda, "and code of stat- 
ates." was lost. 
The proposition to 
change the qualifications for member- 
ship in the order of knighthood was laid 
upon the table. 
An amendment to 
change the clause of the constitution, 
empowering the grand encampment to 
designate 
the 
time 
and 
place 
of 
the 
next 
encampment, 
by a Bubatitution "that the encampment 
shall be held in the city of Washington 
in the month of December at such time 
in said month as the grand master may 
direct" was voted down by a large ma- 
jority as was also the proposition to 
abolish parades and make the grand en- 
campment purely a business proceeding. 


The parade to-day lacked but little of 
the original magnitude and the streets 
were densely crowded with people. The 
procession began to move at 11 o'clock, 
headed by the mounted police. 


The grand encampment elected Sir 
Charles Boome, of New York City, 
most eminent grand master, and Sir 
Knight John P. S Gobin, of Lebanon, 
Pa., right eminent grand master, to fill 
the vacancy caused by the formel's pro- 
motion. 
Bobert Enoch Witchers, most 
eminentg rand master, was present at tbe 
election, but his health permitted him 
simply to surrender the insignia of of- 
fice without making the retiring speech. 


It was 11:45 when the head of the pro- 
cession reached the reviewing stand, 
where the members of the grand encamp 
ment assembled. It was 2 o'clock when 
the last division passed and the grand 
encampment returned to its assembly 
room. 


As the procession passed the review- 
ing stand, various evolutions were gone 
through by the Knights and the bands, 
sixty-two in number, which accom- 
panied the parade, passed without any 
notable incident, and 
no casualities 
were reported.

It is the province of the democratic 
party, or any party that cares for the 
interests of the greatest number of its 
citizens, to encompass and promote the 
welfare of the breadwinners because they 
comprise its principle membership and 
have been its staunchest supporters 
against the mercenary, threatening and 
dangerous influences of the Wall street 
money lenders, the railroad and telegraph 
monopolies under Jay Gould, the ship 
builders under John Boach, the iron 
mongers and the men who ow j the re- 
publican party and have accumulated for- 
tunes through government frauds and 
franchises long since exposed and laid 
bare to people who care to see them.

It reads rather strangely that the first 
law authorizing the importation of pau- 
per labor was parsed and approved by 
the president on the ith day of July, 
1864, when the republican party had full 
control of the goveri^ment. 


The bill was engineered through the 
senate by John Sherman, whom the 
Gazette this morning booms for presi- 
dent, and Waihburne, of Illinois, had 
charge of it in the house. 
On page 
3,292 of the CDngrcisional record ^^e find 
Mr. Sherman urged the consideration of 
the bill, and said "the bill is on a modest 
scale to commence with," 
To show 
what Mr. Sherman's idea of a "modest 
scale" were we will copy the second sc 3- 
tion. The provisions of the section so 
clearly authorize a specie s of servitude 
that the authors of the b'U thought it 
prudent to inert the last clause i^ the 
section, which is a mere assertion that 
the relation of slavery or servitude is not 
created by the bill. Here is the section: 


Sc ction 2. And be it further enacted. 
That all contracts that shall be made by 
emigrants to the United States in for- 
eign countries, in conformity to regula- 
tions that may be established by said 
commissioner, whereby emigrants shall 
pledge the labor for a term not exceed- 
ing twelve months, to repay the expenses 
of their emigration, shall be held to be 
valid in law, and may be enforced in the 
courts of the United States or the sev- 
eral states and teiritorics; and such ad- 
vances, if so stipulate d in the contract, 
and the contract record( i in the re 
corder's office in the county where the 
emigrants shall settle, she !1 operate as a 
lien upon any land thereafter acquired, 
until liquidated by the emigrant, whether 
under the homestead law when the title 
is consumated, or on property otherwise 
acquired by the emigrant; but nothing 
herein contained shall be deemed to 
authorize any contract contravening the 
constitution of the United Statts, or 
creating in any way the relation of 
slavery or servitude. 


Mr. Sherman's "modest scple" law 
was never cpiiicd into effect, because it 
rcqu'n d an appropriation to carry out 
its pro\jsiors, but large corporations, 
seeing this law on the statute book, 
were warranted in concluding that it 
was the policy of those controlling the 
government to allow the importation of 
foreign contract labor, and they went 
into the business on a much larger scale 
than is generaMy known to the public. 


Henry Sterne, United States consul in 
Hungary, wrote to the state department 
in 1881, that large numbers of Hungari- 
ans were being sent to this couiitry un- 
der contract. 
He says: "I have infor- 
mation that agents are managing the 
business a good deal in the manner of 
the coolie trade, and that immigrants 
are shipped to the United States about 
like so many cattle." 


Count Esterhazy, the Austrian consul 
to this country, established a bureau 
for the protection of the Hungarian im- 
migrants, and said "great numbers of 
immigrants are landed on these shorc3 
who ^ e oi«nr4 by capitalisti."

edged that since t h ^ had been inbwi- 
ness 14,000 Italians had been brought to 
this Qountry under contract. 


But the importation of foreign con- 
tract labor has not been confined to 
Hungarians and Italians. The evidence 
takffli before a congressional committee 
brought out the fact that in many 
branches of manufacturing pauper labor 
has been imported 
under 
contract. 
After a committee of the lower house of 
congress had obtained these facts a bill 
was reported to prohibit the importation 
of foreigners and aliens under contract 
to perform labor in the United States. 
The report accompanying the bill said: 
The bill in no measure seeks to restrict 
free immigratioa. 
Such a proposition 
would be, and justly so, odions to the 
American pejple. The foreigner who 
voluntarily and from choice leaves his 
native land and settles in this country 
with the intention of becoming an Amer- 
ican citizen, a part of the American body 
politic, has always been welcome to our 
shores." 


The bill passed the house on the 19th 
of June, 1884, by a vote of 102 to 17, 
which was then democratic. The bill 
went to the senate and that was the last 
of it, although the senate was repub- 
lican, and that party professes in its 
platform to be opposed to the importa- 
tion of foreign contract labor. 


These are facts that appeal squarely 
to the Knights of Labor, if they are 
honest in their noble work, and THE 


SENTINEL believes they are. 
Moses 
Cohen knows, and Herman Scheuman 
knows that the interests of the labor 
cause they affect to represent are as dear 
to the democratic party as the name of 
Jefferson. 
Why should they depart

The Splendid Three-Man ted Steam Tacht 
Alva, the Iiargest in the World-»A U- 
hrary and NiorseryoWhlte and €rold and 
]IIahogany«>SwinKlnK Dining Tables. 


Exaggerated stories have been printed in 
BomeofUie newspapeiB about the barbaric 
and oriental splendor of Mr. W. K. Vander- 
built's yacht Alva. It probably is about the 
best craft of the kind that can be made, but 
inside or out it makes no display (tf the taw- 
dry gorgeousnesB witii which it has been cred- 
ited. f ^ m the first its internal arran^ment 
have been under the direct supervision of 
Mrs. Vanderbilt, a lady of exquisite taste who 
would go in for anything rather than vulgar 
display.

YACHT AliVA. 


That is to say it has ostensibly been built 
there. As a matter of fact the Alva is more 
British than American. 
She was designed 
in England. The Alva's hull is of mild 
steel, and she was built under the inspection 
of the British Lloyds. 


She is the largest pleasure steamer in 
America, being 285 feet long. If the Van- 
derbilts were ever to be ruined in their for- 
tunes they could sell the Alva for a regular 
ocean steamer and get enougli for her to 
keep them out of the poorhouse. 


The Alva, they say, cost half a million of 
money. They say, too, that the total cost of 
running her, added to the interest of the first 
cost, will amount to nearly $10,000 a month. 
That Ls more money than the average citizen 
of the world owns in his whole life. 


The Alva is a three-master, regular ocean 
steamer pattern. She is lighted by electricity 
and steered by steam. The cylinders are 43 
and 45 inches, with 43-inch stroke. The pro- 
peller is of phosphor-bronze and is 13 feet in 
diameter, cast in Glasgow. 


In interior arrangements the Alva is about 
on a level with a seven-<lollar-a-day hotel. 
The great abundance of bath rooms is one of 
the most extravagant luxuries indulged in. 
There are a dozen or more of these. 


The view in the illustration is that which 
would l>e obtained by slicing off the deck hori- 
zontally. The section 
marked A, in the bow, 
is the forecastle. Here 
are the crew's quar- 
ters. 
Ininiodiately 
back of that comes 
the steward's i)antry. 
Then follow the pri- 
vate apartments and 
living rooms of the 
Vanderbilts and their 
guests. The space 
marked B in the dia- 
griim indicates some- 
thing that, so far as 
known, never was a 
fixture on any ship 
before, whetlier for 
business or i)le.xsure— 
B is a nur.sery. 
Wil- 
liam K. and hLs wife 
have arrange<^l to take 
the who le f a m i l y 
along. C is the din- 
ing room and saloon. 


The prevailing tints 
of the furnishings are 
ivory white and gold. 
The woml is darJc ma- 
hogany and gold. The 
chair and .sofa cover- 
ings and the j)orMeres 
are of figui'ed silk 
upon a whiUi gi-ound. 


The saloon contains 
the novelty of an open 
fireplace. What will

The Alva is very slim, with a sharp bow. 
Back of compartment C is D, where the 
steamer's boilei-s are, directly amidships. Each 
side of these are the coal bunkers, which store 
300 tons of fuel. Space E is where the en- 
gines are. On the starboard side, leading 
past the boilers and engines, is a long, nar- 
now passage way which connects the dining 
saloon with the library. In this sacred pas- 
sage way only the Vanderbilt or his guest 
may set foot.

llie library is directly aft of the engines. 
Opposite them is left an open space and in it 
is a sofa. There the guest may sit and watch 
in a strictly amateurish and aristocratic way 
the working of the engines. Since steamer 
building began, it is said there never was a 
ship constructed in which so much ijains were 
taken to have everything Or the best material, 
as is the case with the Alvt 
Extraordinary 
precautions have been exer?isetl with every 
bit of metal, wood, glass and porcelain that 
went into her. What an irony of fate it 
would be if, after all, there were left some 
vulnerable spot, ever so small, unnoticed by 
her workmen, which would prove at last her 
destruction. Such things have been. 


The library is marked P in the diagram. 
The smoking room is near by. 
Adjoining 
are more staterooms for guests. The library 
is finished in French walnut. 
About it 
again are no end of baths, hot, cold, salt and 
fresh. There is a vapor bath upon the upper 
deck. 


Last of all, in compartment marked G in 
the diagram, directly over the screw, are the 
officers' quarters, mess rooms, pantry, beds, 
lockers, etc. Each compartment has its own

A SOLDIERS' MEMORIAL. 


The Haadsome Monument Dedicated Re- 
cently in Hartford. 


SOLDIERS AND SAILORS' MONUMENT. 


The memorial arch to the soldier and sailor 
dead recently dedicated at Hartford, Conn., 
is one of the unique monuments of the coun- 
try. It is out of the regulation style. It is 
built across the end of a stone bridge that 
leads into the City park and to the state cap- 
ítol 
The arch is 30 feet span and springs 
from two massive round towers, each of 
which is 67 feet in circumference and 60 feet 
high. Above the archway, about 40 feet 
from the ground, a sculptui^ frieze about 
175 feet in lengtii and 6 feet 6 inches in 
breadth runs around the monument. Of these 
towers it has been said: "They seem like two 
huge sentinels guarding the bridge, or mighty 
fitandardbearers holding aloft a mighty ban- 
ner on which is emblazoned the deeds of the 
men of Hartford who died for their country 
on land and sea in the war which kept the 
Union whole. 


The memorial is executed in Connecticut 
brown stone, similar to that of the old stone 
bridge with which it is connected. The gen- 
eral surface is rock-faced, in keeping with 
the simplicity of the design, but relieved by 
buff-colored Ohio stono dressings,; and the 
frieze, which is of light-colored t c i T a cotta, 
matches the color of the Ohio stone.
